he is posses'eel of almost any disorder and is 
fully eonviii'-ed that he is a sufferer. If there 
is really anj ailment, instead of'conbiilting 
reputable physician, dullars will be spent ful- 
some fake ai tide.

tice of indulging in the different heart, liver, 
lung, Hloniaih aud kidney "regulators" was 
simply a cas-j of a fuol nud his money it 
would be ut' bttle consequence, and theie 
wuuld certainly be uu governmental effort to 
prohibit tliu Iram'c, but the investigation has 
proved that liiis is a serious matter.

have been m my cases of positive injury re- 
sulting from Ihe use of "patent medicines." 
The American public havo a reputation fur 
liking to be humbugged, aud for that reason 
the law-makers of Ohio decided to intervene 
and protect her citizens ns far as is in her 
power, and let them know exactly for what 
ihoy expend their niuney. 


ill Ohio, tliere is a law which compels the 


affixing of a poison label ou all medicines 
which contain morphine or other dangerous 
ingredients. It has been found, upon iuvcs- 
tigdtiun, Ilia' many of the cordials, syrups, 
southing dyrups, catarrh cures, etc., cuntain- 
cd morphine, cueaiue and similar drugs, aud 
therefore cai.ie in fur condemnation. 


The Dairy aud Food commissioners of that 


state recently informed the manufactures of 
''Scott's limulsion of Cod Liver Oil" that 
their remedy did not contain salt of opium, 
known as morphine, and, therefore was dang- 
erous ou account of ils narcotic properties 
aud should_not bo issued iu tho gniseoffood 
and Messrs. Scott & Bowne, of New York, 
the manufacturers and venders of the "Emul- 
sion" were instructed to withdraw their 
goods from 6 ile iu Ohio. 


Among other prosecutions in Ohio by the 


Dairy and Fuyd Commissioner was one againet 
the mauufiu turers of Ayer's Pectoral, the 
complaint b'-ing (he same as in the Scott 
Bowue case. 


The prosecutions are not conducted with 


the idea of prohibiting the sale, but the aim 
is to slop thi sale of poisonous and danger- 
ous drugs under the guise of a family reme- 
dy. 
The lav; can be complied witli by omit- 


ting the poisons or having affixed on each bot- 
tle a label with the words "Caution" and 
"Poison" printed in red letters. 
The sale 


of artificially colored peas, catsups and sim- 
ilar articles of food 
is amenable to the 


same law as it also is under the laws of this 
state.

The people in the United States have came 
to pay no seiious attention to such utteran- 
ces.

Health is now not only without funds, but 
has no means of paying debts already incur- 
ed, and we are unwilling to continue in the 
discharge of the duties without funds to per- 
form the necessary work of the Board, aud 
as your honorable body has declined to 
provide funds for such work, it would seem 
useless for us to continue longer in office.

Wo Chang says the British bestow 


more care by far on purity of breeding 
in their horses, dogs and barnyard fowls 
than in their own families, which is 
quite true for that matter, and as true 
of Americans aa ol English. In China, 
Wo Chung informs us, marriages are 
arranged on scientific principles by par- 
ents and guardians. On each side the 
ooiitraoting families must give a guar- 
antee that they ara free from crime or 
hereditary insanity or disease. In no 
oane are a youiig man aud woman re- 
lated to each other oven distantly allow- 
ed to marry. 
In Christian England 


though, declares Wo Chang, tho only 
questions asked by parents are thoso con- 
no 3ted with the fortune and social posi- 
tion of tho family in which their son or 
daughter is about to outer. 


Wo Chang says ho never visited any 


country in which tho "groat goddess of 
appearances" was worshiped as she is 
iu England. He holds op tho Christians 
of tho United States also upon his little 
pon point in the following: 


"Some years since I passed through 


tho Christian city of San Francisco, 


quiet Chinamen havo had along experi- 
ence of tho persecuting spirit of Chris- 
tiling. They treat my countrymen like 
dogs during tho wook, whilo on Sundays 
praying for their conversion to Chris- 
tianity."

mensely year by year in number and in 


uantifcy of output. Some of thorn are 
ilso b( ginning to make a finer grade of 
otton cloths than has hitherto been at- 
;ompt< d. Living is far cheaper for tho 
actory operativo in the south than in the 
jorth. The climate is mild, every man 
an have a house and garden to himself, 
and the price paid for food is in tho 
main considerably less than in the Now 


ngland cities. Another point, too, is 
hat in tha south tho cotton ismanufao- 
ured where it grows. In New England 
jot only tho raw material but tho fuul 
hat makes steam to run tho cotton mills 
must bo shipped a long distance, in- 
volving expensive freights. 


Tho situation becomes graver for New 
ngland each year. Some of the cotton 


mills there are already preparing to 
meet it by going into tho manufacture 
of linen goods, abandoning 
cotton.

w Kugland mills can, however, as

White House Receptions. 


The superintendent of government 


Diiildings and grounds at Washington, 
Mr. Bingham, has made an examination 
of tho floors and walls of tho flue old 
White Houso and reports that it is no 
longer safe for tho crowds that throng 
there to attend the presidential recep- 
tions each winter. It would bo certain- 
ly unsafe, he declares, for 4,000 persons 
to attempt to enter it at one time. Ful- 
ly that number sometimes throng the 
mansion at tho evening receptions, and 
it is at considerable bodily risk that one 
would try to pass through this surging, 
crushing mass. The floor ol tho grand 
east room is already propped up.

This winter President 
McKinley will try to prevent some of 
the crushing by giving five public even 
ing receptions instead of four, that his 
callers may be distributed as to time.

MUSHROOMS. 


Some of tii« Peculiar Tarleties That An> 


to Be Fonncl. 


Thoro aro many kinds o£ strange mush- 


rooms in the world. 
Tho Japanese grow 


an edible species on logs of decaying wood. 
Tribes of aemisavageu in northeast Asia 
uso a species for muff. Another variety 1« 
utilized by the same people as a substitute 
for whisky, ono large specimen engender- 
ing a pleasant intoxication for a day. This 
hind is considered poisonous in Europe. 
Somo puffbali mushrooms possess anaes- 
thetic properties whon burned and have 
boon employed in this way for surgical 
operations. An edible fungus IB raised in 
Naples by putting a lot of coffee grounds 
in tho cellar, the mushrooms soon appear- 
ing. 
An Asiatic species Is employed for 


razor strops. It contains minute crystals 
hard enough to act upon steel. This is the 
Polyporue squamosus. It is out from an 
ash tree in autumn, dried, flattened In a 
press and sliced, the slices being glued 
upon wood. It was usod anciently in this 
way. 


Tho mushroom named Polyporua anoer 


is worshiped In Africa as a god. The Oar- 
man tinder familiar to cigar smokers Is 
made from a fungus that is beaten out and 
steeped ic a solution of saltpeter. 
There 


is a species that grows on olive trees which 
Is so luminous at night that one can see to 
raad by its light. 
A fungus peculiar to 


wine cellars covers bottles with mold. An- 
other attacks the corks of bottlos, render- 
ing the wine unfit to drink. Yet another 
spooies attacks wino casks, devouring the 
wood and the contents. A fungus that 
grows on the trunks of pine trees in Cali- 
fornia weighs several pounds and is almost 
wholly composed of rosin. Tho parasite 
causes the tree to scorete tho rosin in un- 
usual quantities for its support. It is be- 
lieved to bo a first rate substitute for qui- 
nine for chills. The horrible smelling 
"clathrus" is believed in France to cauei 
cancer and is called the "cancer mush- 
room" on that account. One kind of 
mushroom smells strongly of onion, a sec- 
ond of apricot, a third of tallow and a 
fourth of stale poultice. 
One species of 


mushroom is utilized for making ink, an- 
other for stupefying bees, yet another for 
stanching blood and still another by the 
Laplanders for destroying bedbugs, being 
smeared on the walls and bedposts.—Bos- 
ton Transcript.

"Well, 
they may be, but it is because financial 
economy has abolished them on Amorioan 
ships. However, an old shipmate of mine, 
who is a bit of a crank and left this port 
tho other day, still carries a topmast tun- 
Bail. It may be for sentimental reasons, 
just as a Confederate veteran might dis- 
play the flag .under which he went to bat- 
tle, but stunsails are just as practical to- 
day as ever. 
" 'Studding sail,* you say? Oh, yes. 


Studding sail may be literally correct, but 
Jack says 'stunsail.' He objects to mouth- 
ing participles and words with long end- 
ings. 
He wants brevity all the time—in 


everything perhaps except rum. 
Tho cor- 


ruption of language by sailors is prover- 
bial. Stunsuii may bo a corruption of stud- 
ding sail. But studding sail itself is a 
corruption of steadying sail or steering 
sail, which in my opinion was tho original 
term. The stunsail, although used only 
in moderate weather, was a driving sail. 
Our yachts carry stun?oils today in the 
form of tho immense side sail that is called 
tho spinnaker. 


"It costs to fit a ship with n suit of stun- 


sails. Their uso means extra labor for the 
crew, or a larger crew, and their storage 
takes valuable cargo room 
This means 


expense for the ship, which her earnings 
in these days of railroads and ocean tramps 
do not warrant. 
The cargoes that sailing 


vessels carry today do not demand quick 
transportation, with its high freight rates. 
The modern sa'iling ship is little better 
(ihan a floating warehouse. It is not driv- 
en. Spars and canvas are not pressed as 
thoy were before the advent of the steam- 
ship. Sailing a ship to make a short pets- 
sage is one of the lost arts. There is no 
demand for auxiliary canvas such as stun- 
sails. The Yankee clipper is out of it—do- 
funct. 


"Away back in the middle of the cen- 


tury the stars and stripes floated over ships 
that wore really clippers bolow and aloft, 
tn competition with one another and with 
foreign craft onr clippers carried valuable 
cargoes—tea from China, coffee from Rio 
nnd fancy merchandise to San Francisco. 
The steamships do the tea and ooffee car- 
rying now. It was not in those days a go 
as you please run. 
The clippers were un- 


der orders to get there tQ catch the top of 
a market. 
Hours saved on their voyages, 


Jong though they were, meant many dol- 
lars for all concerned. Ships were driven 
then with canvas that fairly smothered 
them in fair weather and foul, and Yankee 
seamanship, with its characteristic judg- 
ment and nerve, was recognized and re- 
warded. 


"But all this is merely a memory now. 


I can fancy the clipper of the fifties com- 
ing head on, rising against the clear sky of 
the lower latitudes, her sails mounting 
above the blue horizon, tier upon tier— 
skyscrapers, moonrakers, cloud cleaners— 
a snow white pyramid, an angel's foot- 
stool, as Jack (ays. Did they carry stun- 
sails? Aye, up to the royal yards."—New 
York Sun.

Some sweetmeats hnve for centuries re- 


mained unchanged in their composition. 
The custards and omelets of BOO years ago 
still remain unchanged. Again, centuries 
ago slices of apple, parsnip, etc., were dip- 
ped in batter and fried, just as we make 
our beignets. In tho fifteenth century "to 
mak payn pardleu" the cooks fried "payn- 
mayne or freshe bred" and soused it with 
yolks of eggs sweetened. In the cookery 
books of today we find "pain p.irdu" 
means slices of stale bread soaked in milk, 
then dipped in beaten egg and fried in 
boiling fat and served hotj ifl custard.— 
Gentleman's Magazine.
